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RECORDS OF COUNTY DELEGATION 


Concord, N.H., January 10, 1951 


A meeting of the Belknap County Delegation was called 
to order by the 1949 chairman, Marion Atwood, at 10 a.m. 
in the Recreation room of the State House. 


Absent were: Brown, Smith and Ransom of New Hamp- 
ton, Ewing, and Normandin. 


Otto G. Keller was nominated for chairman by Rep. 
Thompson. Voted that nominations be closed. Rep. Keller 
was unanimously elected chairman by acclamation, and took 
the chair. 


Rep. Boutin was nominated clerk but withdrew. Rep. 
Atwood was nominated as clerk. Voted that acting secre- 
tary cast one ballot for Mrs. Atwood. 


Moved that chairman appoint five members to act as an 
Executive Committee. The chair appointed: Robert Tilton, 
Ward 4, Laconia, chairman; Elmer Tilton, Ward 3, Laco- 
nia; Alfred Simoneau, Ward 2, Laconia; Archibald Matthews, 
New Hampton; Horace Ransom, Meredith; Chairman and 
Clerk, ex officio. 


It was moved by Mrs. Atwood and seconded that: 

'We ask the commissioners to send to the Execu- 
tive Committee before the first of February, a 
financial statement of expenditures and income 
for the fiscal year of 1950 according to the budget 
adopted by the county convention; the Recreation 
Area budget items to conform to the estimates 
sent tothe members of the convention by the com- 
missioners under date of May 31, 1950." 

It was so voted. 


Voted to adjourn, 10:20 a.m.

Laconia, N.H., January 29, 1951 


The Executive Committee met at the Commissioners' 
office in the Court House at 2 P.M. with Chairman Robert 
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Tilton presiding with all members present and the three 
commissioners. Expenditures for 1950 were reviewed, and 
the commissioners were asked to explain the overdrafts. 


1. Care and Supplies of Court House 
Overdraft, $2,751.08. 


Commissioner Smith stated that in this figure were in- 
cluded repairs to Judge Trapp's office (authorized by the 
Executive Committee on August25, 1950) and the alterations 
in the basément requested by the Army Reserves. 


2. Superior Court Overdraft, $371.31. 
This was caused by the length of the Hobee case. 
3. County Home Overdraft, $15,667.40. 


Commissioner Smith explained that this was due toa 
misunderstanding on the part of the bookkeeper and superin- 
tendent as to the budget amount available, also to higher 
costof supplies. He stated: ''We did not know that the Coun- 
ty Home was overits appropriation until a week before Jan- 
uary first this year."' 


Commissioner Hubbard explained the deficit as being 
caused by the higher costs of medical supplies, etc., also by 
the costof extra insulation made necessary by the installa- 
tion of the sprinkler system at the Home. At this point 
Chairman Keller stated that the costof this insulation would 
not exceed $500.00. The figures for 1950 in regard to the 
County Home were called for and studied, but not in com- 
plete detail. It was found that the total expenses for the 
last half of the year averaged the same as for the first half. 


Commissioner Smith stated in reply to a question that 
the inmate cost at the Home is $23. The price charged to 
boarders is from $10 to $14; these are weekly figures. 


4. Other overdrafts of smaller amounts were explained. 


5. Recreation Area: Budget Overdraft $26,659.22 
Actual Overdraft 53, 0072-07 


A lengthy discussion followed. 

Commissioner Hubbard stated that the Area was making 
money, and had made $9,000 since the first of the year. 
They were setting up a new system of bookkeeping on Feb- 
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ruary 1. An accountant was working on it and a bookkeeper 
would be employed at the Area. Representative Atwood 
asked if the report asked for by the delegation at its recent 
meeting could be secured as the breakdown given to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee did not conform to this request. Mr. 
Hubbard answered that the commissioners had no copy of 
the breakdown referred to and did not do business on that 
basis. (The breakdown referred to was sent to each mem- 
ber in May of 1950 by the commissioners. ) } 


The Committee went into Executive Session. 


The Clerk read excerpts from meetings held in 1950 in 
regard to last year's budget. 


A long discussion ensued as to ways to finance the def- 
icit which is $78, 994. 64 according to the figures presented. 
The amount ofa note for $90,000.00 borrowed inanticipation 
of taxes was unpaid as of December 31, although all taxes 
had been received from the towns and city. The commis- 
sioners had extended the $90,000 note for three months. 
There was $11, 005. 36 on hand December 31. 


No action was taken by the Executive Committee but 
further meetings were considered necessary. The chairman 
of the Executive Committee, Robert Tilton, stated the main 
advantage in reviewing the 1950 budget was to help in esti- 
mating the current budget. He spoke of the possibility of 
earmarking each budget item.

The Executive Committee met at the Court House at 2 
P.M. with Chairman Robert Tilton presiding. The Com- 
missioners were present and all members of the committee 
except Representative Simoneau who was ill. 


The County Budget for 1951 was presented by the com- 
missioners for discussion by the committee; a copy of the 
budget is hereby attached. No action was taken pending the 
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delegation meeting at the Home and the public budget hear- 
ing on March 5. 


Commissioner Smith stated that less revenue from 
boarders was expected this year, and stated that an extra 
month's bills (13 months) had been paidat the Home in 1950. 
The care and board of children was discussed. In response 
to questions, the commissioners stated that the Daniel Web- 
ster Home charged $45 a month and the Golden Rule Farm 
$60, whereas foster homes could be secured for $30 a month. 
It was admitted that this figure did not include clothing or 
medical care. Higher prices forcoalwas given as the cause 
of the proposed increase in cost of supplies for the Court 
House. 


There was discussion of short term notes. The total 
amount borrowed in 1950 was $128,475.00. 


In the discussion of the Area, Commissioner Hubbard 
announced that the amount received this year of $9,378 was 
revenue. He stated that several events were lost last year 
because the presentrace course is not safe foranything but 
motorcycles, hence the request for $15,000 for capital im- 
provements this year. Commissioner Smith spoke of the 
new system of keeping books separately at the Area, and 
stated that the county bookkeeper had said he was unable to 
keep the Area books without extra help.

The County Delegation met at the County Home for in- 
spection at 10 A.M. Lunch was served by Superintendent 
and Mrs. Pickard at 12:30. All of the members of the del- 
egation were present except Representatives Ewing and Si- 
moneau of Laconia. The County Commissioners were pres- 
ent. Guests were: the Chaplain, Rev. Mr.  Fitzpatric, 
County Solicitor William Keller, County Physician Dr. Hodg- 
don, Councilor Charles Stafford, Senator George Tarlson, 
and Fritzie Baer, Superintendent of the Belknap Mountain 
Area. 
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Chairman Otto Keller presided at the business meeting 
following the lunch. Raymond Smith of the Laconia Evening 
Citizen was present. The Chairman introduced the guests 
and newmembers. He spoke of Representative Ewing's ill- 
nessand askedall to stand while the Chaplain offered prayer 
for our absent member. It was voted to extend to Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. Pickard our sincere thanks for their hos- 
pitality and efficient service in conducting the home. Copies 
of the budget for 1951 as recommended by the county com- 
missioners were distributed by Commissioner Smith who is 
a member of the delegation from Meredith. 


In response to questioning about the ''short-term note"! 
item, County Solicitor Keller explained that the Commis- 
sioners had borrowed $90,000 from the Peoples National 
Bank last spring; the note had been extended three months 
but the bank did not care to carry the note longer. He ad- 
vised that ''the delegation should vote to give the commis- 
sioners power to issue a new note.'' It was stated that the 
Commissioners could not re-negotiate the note without the 
vote of the delegation. In sucha case the bank could prob- 
ably sue the county. The solicitor stated that by giving the 
commissioners this authority, the delegation did not agree 
to approve the deficit. 


Expenditures at the Area were considered next with 
Manager Baer present to answer questions. In response to 
a question by Representative Mathews, Mr. Baer stated that 
they had a record of the stock-in-trade in the gift shop and 
the ski shop, but he did not have it with him. He said they 
kept an inventory of every cash sale, deposited daily, made 
out checks which the Commissioners signed and they paid. 
He said that areserve for depreciation was set upin the new 
bookkeeping system. 


In response to questions by Representative Keller, Mr. 
Baer said that the $15,000 requested for Capital Improve- 
ments was to provide for repairs to the roadway for hill 
climbing and other summer races. He remarked that the 
Area had saved 25% this winter on snow plowing, using out- 
side trucks but once. He stated further that in his opinion 
the Area could not break even with the expense of Capital 
Improvements, but would do so overa period of years, even 
with little snowfall. He spoke of the business brought to the 
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Area and the free advertising that sports writers had given. 
In response toa question by Representative Atwood, Mr. 
Baer said that he had the estimate of expense which was sent 
to the previous delegation in May of 1950 and could give a 
breakdown of actual expenses but did not have those figures 
with him. 


Mr. Baer invited all members tovisit the Area. He had 
taken in $1,206 onone Sunday with over $1,000 of this rev- 
enue from the tows. He spoke of the land purchased last 
yearand said that the state had helped work out a long range 
conservation program without cost to the county. 


The Chairmancalled on Commissioner Smith but he de- 
clined to comment on the Area. He said the Home was as 
comfortable as any home in the state. "Iam sorry that we 
overran the appropriation at the Home or anywhere.'' He 
stated that the cost of bedridden patients was four or five 
times the average cost which was a little over $20 this year. 


Superintendent Pickard was called in and read a list of 
repairs which he considered ''musts."! 


1. Re-roof the main building $1,000 (an estimate) 
ZowotreclJdrom o1lice 10 Mainuot... 00 
3. Retube #2 boiler Pea dey 
4. New Equipment 800 
5. Cool room 1,500 


This was in addition to the $65,000 appropriation asked for 
the maintenance of the Home. He stated that the figure of 
$65,000 was the Commissioners', not his. When asked why, 
if thirteen months' bills were paid last year and many repairs 
concluded, $65,000 would be needed this year for eleven 
months' bills less the repairs, he gave the following figures 
which he declared added to the expense of 1950: 
$1,450.80 more for labor in 1950 than in 1949 
433.00 spent for insulation because of the 
sprinkler system 
715.00 for retubing #1 boiler 
1,300.00 for new truck 
150.00 repairs to roof 
713.00 more for hospital bills than in 1949 
475.00 more for medical care than in 1949 
4,000.00 was paid in December on bills which could 
nominally go on the next month's accounts. 
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Chairman Keller praised Superintendentand Mrs. Pick- 
ardand promised them the help of the delegation. He thanked 
Mr. Baer for his presence and asked him if he could attend 
the public budget hearing. 


In response toa question as to whether any shore lots 
had been sold, the County Solicitor said that two lots had 
been sold but no deeds had been passed. 


An executive session followed. 


Representative Smith was questioned in his capacity as 
commissioner as to the disposal of the $90,000 note, anda 
general discussion ensued. 


It was moved by Representative Normandin, and duly 
seconded, that the Commissioners be authorized to borrow 
$90,000 in anticipation of taxes and give the county's note 
for nine months, said sum to be applied to the payment of 
the county's note with the People's National Bankin the same 
amount. 


Representative Robert Tilton offered the following a- 
mendment and moved its adoption: 

That the County Commissioners be ordered to take such 
necessary steps to obtain bids on the same borrowing from 
financial institutions both within and without the State of New 
Hampshire. 


Discussion ensued. 


On a hand vote, nine voted in favor of the amendment 
and one voted against it. The chairmandeclared the amend- 
ment adopted. The motionof Representative Normandin, as 
amended, was then voted on and, eight having voted in favor 
and one against, the motion carried. 


In response to a request by Carroll County officials, it 
was moved by Representative Mathews, and duly seconded, 
that the Chairman appoint a committee of three to look into 
the advisability of combining the Belknapand Carroll County 
Homes and Jails. It was so voted. The chairman appointed 
Representatives Hart, Perkins and McAllister. 


Representative Elmer Tilton offereda resolution by re- 
quest with this statement: "I am not calling foraction at the 
present time but ask that this resolution lay on the table for 
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action later, if necessary." 


The resolution was as follows: 


Resolved: That the Delegation direct the County Com- 
missioners to advertise for bids for the sale of the Belknap 
Recreation Area, all bids to be reported to the County Del- 
egation who shall accept or reject any or all bids. 


The chairman urged all members to study the budget 
carefully before the hearing on March 5. Questions may be 
handed to the chairmanto be answered by the Commission- 
ers, Mr. Baer and Mr. Pickard. 


The chairman appointeda repair committee as follows: 
Representatives Thompson, Perkins and Osborne.

Chairman Keller called the public budget hearing to or- 
der at the County Court House at 7 P.M. Present from the 
delegation were Representatives Keller, Atwood, Robert 
Tilton, Perkins, Boutin, Mathews, McAllister, Elmer Til- 
ton, Ransom, Brown, Thompson, Osborne, Normandin and 
Metcalf. Representative Joseph Smith was seated with Com- 
missioners Hubbard and Woodward. County Solicitor Keller 
and Manager Fritzie Baer were present, as well as over 
two hundred residents of the county. 


The chairman read the 1950 budget, the 1950 expendi- 
turesand the 1951 budgetas proposed by the Commissioners. 
(copy appended. ) 


Questions were asked by Marshall Hodgdon of Meredith, 
Royal Smith of Belmontand Mr. MacAllaster of Center Har- 
bor in regard to the County Home and welfare costs and the 
$90,000 deficit. 


Charles Kelley of Gilmanton stated that a request had 
been sent to the county commissioners for funds for Ex- 
tension Work amounting to $7,600 rather than $7,200 which 
was printed in the budget. 
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Chairman Keller read the proposed breakdown of Area 
expense. Mr. Rhodes, town manager of Meredith, noted 
that one third of the budget was for salaries, and he ques- 
tioned Mr. Baer whoreplied that salaries had beenincreased 
by 10% this year. He stated that he did not have a break- 
down of salaries andwas given the estimate which was pre- 
pared by him last May from which he read several figures. 
Mr. Rhodes questioned: ''Can not the figure of $33,206 for 
labor be reduced?'' Mr. Baer's answer was: "No."! 


Other questions in regard to operationand management 
were asked by Lyman Peters of Gilford and Mr. Lord of 
Meredith and answered by Mr. Baer. Hugh Hescock spoke 
at length on the value to the community at large received 
from publicity given to the Area. Hugh Bownes of Laconia 
asked: "Are figures available in comparison with the other 
recreation areas ?'' Mr. Baer could not answer, and the 
Commissioners could not answer. In response to other 
questions, Mr. Baer stated that figures on costs of road 
resurfacing were given by state engineers, that the job would 
be put out to bid, and that a breakdown of figures was not 
available tonight. 


Mr. Martin of Meredith askedif the commissioners had 
permission from the delegation to spend $103, 000 at the Area 
instead of the $80,000 appropriated. Representative Elmer 
Tilton of the 1950 Executive Committee replied that the del- 
egation was not notified of the overdraft in advance. 


Mr. Martin stated that his town hadmany expenses and 
urged that the deficitnot be put on one year's tax bill but on 
a long term note. He registered disapproval of the Area as 
managed becauseit was too big a proposition for the county. 
Carl Hanson of Sanborntonand Royal Smith of Belmontagreed 
with him. 


Mr. Hodgdon read from County Reports of 1948 and 1949 
in which the county commissioners spoke of the remote pos- 
sibility of the Area ever becoming a tax burden to the coun- 
ty. Mr. Jordan of The Weirs spoke for the hotel owners 
there in stating that they were glad to get the business brought 
in by the motorcycle races. Mr. Batchelder of Meredith 
and Mr. McAllister of Center Harbor declared that the Area 
should be run by the state. 
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Mayor McIntyre stated that he was not usually in favor 
of deficit financing but because of the conditions in the towns 
and city, he respectfully asked the delegation to spread the 
amount of the deficit over two or three years. He expressed 
a wish to go alongand see what Manager Baer could do, but 
if deficits continued, a solution must be sought. 


Dana Beane, County Auditor, urged that the Area be put 
on a business basis and tax money be raised for its opera- 
tion the same as for other countydepartments. Other speak- 
ers were Joseph Cotton of Barnstead and Mr. Wilkins of 
Lakeport. 


Commissioner Hubbard then spoke, stating that the 
Commissioners had asked for a bond issue of $40,000 last 
year for improvements, this to be paid over a period of ten 
years. He declared it was wholly the responsibility of the 
delegation, that they were warned last year that the Area 
expenses would overrun the budget. Representative Atwood, 
chairman of the 1950 Delegation, then asked permission to 
speak and read from the 1950 records that 'Commissioner 
Hubbard stated that there were two ways to finance the im- 
provements, bya bond issue or by estimating revenue to 
offset the contemplated $40, 000 for which he gavea detailed 
breakdown.'' At another meeting he had stated that expenses 
for the preceding year were $60,000 with one-third of this 
being for capital outlay. Representative Atwood declared 
that from this figure the amount of the $80, 000 later appro- 
priated was arrived at and that Commissioner Smith, in his 
capacityas a member of thedelegation, seconded the motion 
which placed the appropriation at that figure. 


Discussion ensued inregard to the amount to be expend- 
ed for Extension work for 1951. Commissioner Hubbard 
stated that he received the request from Mr. Ballard too 
late to add to the printed budget but that the Commissioners 
had agreed verbally that the amount be set at $7,600 as re- 
quested. 


Chairman Keller said that he had been opposed to any 
bond issue but public sentiment seemed to indicate that it 
would be unfair to add the $90, 000 deficiton one year's tax. 


Mr. Lord of Meredith announced that Meredithwas be- 
coming seriouslydisturbed. If something was not done, they 
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would take steps to get rid of the Area. Howard Sanbornton 
of Sanbornton expressed about the same opinion for his town. 


The hearing adjourned at 10:15 P.M.

The chairman read notes of thanks from Mrs. Ewing 
and from the Shannon family. 


Representative Robert Tilton went through the budget 
giving the tentative figures recommended by the Executive 
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Committee. He announced that for the first three months 
$17,318.84 had been spent at the County Home. Welfare 
and Relief was discussed. Possible new legislation may af- 
fect the amount needed here. 


In discussion of the Area, Chairman Keller declared 
that Mr. James Rogers had told him that his advisory com- 
mittee had authorized the expenditure of $4,000 only. 


It was voted that the Executive Committee, a County 
Auditor and at least one of the County Commissioners meet 
and go over the accounts at the Area. This was because of 
a seeming amount of over $8,000 in unpaid bills left from 
last year. ‘ 


An informal poll was taken in regard to financing the 
deficit over two years, and all were in favor except Repre- 
sentative Robert Tiltonand Representative Simoneau. Chair- 
man Keller said Laconia People were not critical, and he 
suggested putting all of the deficit onto the present year. 


The chairmanexplained about the difficulty encountered 
in renewing the $90,000 note. The Boston bank would not 
accept the local legal opinion and their own would cost $150, 
so the County Solicitor and the Commissioners gave the note 
to the local banks. 


The meeting adjourned at 3:30 P.M.

Commissioner Smith replied that the commissioners 
have one of the best bookkeepers but he could not get along 
with the area soa set of books had been set up at the area 
by Sheldon Minor of Meredithand books were now kept there. 
Mr. Minor goes over the books every three months. 


Representative Ransom asked Mr. Baer the amount of 
unpaid bills carried over from 1950and he replied he didn't 
know. Auditor Beane stated that the commissioners told 
the auditors there wereno unpaid bills as of December 3lst. 


Commissioner Woodward thought there must be some 
mistake as to the $8,000. of unpaid bills as some of the i- 
tems listed had been paid. 


Representative Ransom suggested the mortgaging of the 
area separately from the county, if that be possible. 


Mr. Baer wasasked how much of the $15,000. requested 
for improvements was absolutely necessary and he thought 
the whole amount was needed to put the area in shape to 
bring in revenue. He declared that was up to the county but 
it was not good business to let thearearun down. The tram- 
way would bring inrevenue this summer more than last year 
He spoke of plans for operation and the possibility of secur- 
ing stock races if the road could be resurfaced before Me- 
morial weekend. 


When asked if charges for labor did not depend on the 
volume of business, he replied that labor must be hired to 
service the area but added extra events meant increased 
revenue. The advisability of charging admissionto the area 
was discussed but considered too expensive to administer.

It was moved by Representative O'Shan and seconded 
by Representative Thompson that the report of the building 
committee be accepted and that we reshingle the whole of 
the County Court House main roof. It was so voted.

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kins and Thompson had been invited but the latter stated he 
was unable to attend. 


A series of questions were asked and answered. The 
information received indicated that Manager Baer felt that 
all possible cuts in line with efficient administration, had 
been made. The Area is now in competition with other ski 
areas and must provide further facilities to get its share of 
the winter business. Director Baer said under the present 
setup it was not possible to know the amount which would be 
available until the budget was accepted by the delegation 
(this year on June 21) and no business could operate unless 
they had capital to secure inventories. 

Mr. Baer stated that snow would make some difference 
in the revenue received, but that he could not wait until the 
storms arrive before preparations were made. 


He stated that if they had known their budget was to be 
cut from the $99,000 asked for to the figure of $60, 000 some 
further cuts might have been made in May and June. ''The 
delegation had no right to bring me here if I was not to be 
given a fair chance ta make the Area operate ata profit." 
Upon this he was reminded that he was hired by the commis- 
sioners without reference to the delegation, which he ad- 
mitted was true. 


The commissioners were asked if they thought they 
could operate if $10,000 was authorized up to Oct. 15 and 
the delegation met again on Oct. 1 to review the situation. 
They thought that this would be better than shutting down the 
Area completely but didnot think $10, 000 would be sufficient 
for the rest of the year. 


Discussionensues. Commissioners Smith and Hubbard 
stated that the Area could be sold easilyand they would have 
no trouble in finding a buyer at any time.

The delegation met in Room 207 at 10:00 A.M., with 
Chairman Keller presiding. Present were Representatives 
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Keller, Atwood, McAllister, Perkins, Boutin, Weeks, Os- 
borne, Hart, E. Tilton, R. Tilton, O'Shan, Thompson, 
Brown, Ransom, Smith, Mathews, and Metcalf. 


Chairman Keller reported on the meeting at the Area 
on August 27, and the clerk distributed copies of the ques- 
tions raised and answers givenat that time. Rep. Keller 
answered two queries; first, the complaint that the motor 
cycles would ruin the jump, he had been assured that only 
20 feet .of the jump would be used and no great harm would 
be done; second, the money received from advertising in 
the booklet issued went into the general fund and appears 
under revenue. 

The delegation proceeded to discuss the advisability of 
granting the request of the commissioners for $20,000 ad- 
ditional funds for the Area. 


Rep. O'Shan asked if we could rent concessions, the 
answer by the chairman was that this was not advisable at 
this time in the year. 


Rep. Metcalfaskedifit had been suggested that we lease 
a portionof the land for cabins, the chairman answered that 
it had not been in this delegation. 


Rep. Atwood asked if the County Solicitor had given an 
opinion about the delegation's power to make more money 
available at this time. The chairman read an opinion from 
the County Solicitor. (Copy appended). 


Rep. McAllister asked if we could appropriate antici- 
pated revenue only. The chairman referred this to Rep. R. 
Tilton who stated that the Commissioners had said if we 
appropriate $20,000, there would probably be a deficit of 
$10,000 as the revenue would not amount to the former fig- 
ure. 


It was moved byRep. O'Shan and seconded by Rep. Bou- 
tin that an extra appropriation of $20,000 be authorized for 
the use of the Recreation Area for the rest of this year. 

Discussion ensued by all members. 

Moved by Rep. E. Tilton that this be amended toappro- 
priate $10,000 instead of $20,000. Eleven voted in the af- 
firmative and five in the negative, and the chairmandeclared 
the amendment adopted. The motion, as amended, was then 
voted upon. Fourteen members having voted inthe affirma- 
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tive and the two in the negative, the chairman declared the 
motion, as amended, adopted.

Laconia, N.H., November 16, 1951 


The Executive Committee met at the Court House at 2 
P.M. with Chairman Robert Tiltonpresiding. Present were 
Representatives R. Tilton, E. Tilton, Ransomand Mathews, 
with Chairman Keller and Clerk Atwood. The three Com- 
missioners were present. 


The budget was reviewed. Commissioner Smith stated 
that there would be overdrafts in the accounts of Register 
of Deeds, Register of Probate, Superior Court and County 
Home. There would be surplusses in several other budget 
items which would about cancel the deficits with the possible 
exception of the Superior Court costs which depend on the 
length of cases to be heard. Judge Trapp estimates that 
$5000 to $6000 may be needed with $3400 left of the appro- 
priation. 


Com. Smith and Rep. Keller reported on shore lots 
wanted by Mr. Downing, which would involve a transfer to 
make our lines even. Mrs. Pickard has paid a deposit on 
Lot #1. Also Mr. Munsey was interested in land adjoining 
his lot. 


County Solicitor was called in to give his opinion on the 
sale of lots. He said that the delegation must vote again on 
sale of lot to Mrs. Pickard as a former vote had designated 
a different lot. A vote might be taken giving the Commis- 
sioners authority to sell the lots according to the plan set 
up with a minimum or maximum of selling price given. 


The committee then took up discussion of the Area af- 
fairs and Manager Baer and Accountant Miner were called 
in. Account appended. 


Questions were asked which Mr. Baer and Mr. Miner 
answered freely. Question was asked of Mr. Miner: "If you 
hada balance of $72,400.00 cashat the beginning of this year, 
and all your bills were paid to date, including $10,000.00 
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advanced fromcounty treasury at the beginning of the year, 
would you now have a balance of $9,947.83?'' Mr. Miner 
answered: ''Yes, $3,100 of this would be in inventory, the 
rest in cash.'' He then wished to qualify this by adding that 
this figure was subject to audit by the county auditors. 
Manager Baer stated that receipts as of October 31 were 
$8,872.05 above last year at the same time. 


The Register of Deedsand Register of Probate appeared 
and stated that their overdrafts would be about $50 and $100, 
respectively. 

It was moved and duly seconded that a meeting of the 
delegation be called to vote upon the sale of lots on Tuesday, 
December 11, at2 P.M. at the Court House. If the Com- 
missioners notify the Executive Committee thatan overdraft 
of the total appropriation is anticipated, a public hearing 
will be held at that time, in accordance with the law passed 
in 1951. It was so voted.

The delegation met in the Commissioners' office at the 
Court House and were called to order by Chairman Otto 
Keller at 2 P.M. Present were Representatives Keller, 
Atwood, McAllister, Boutin, Weeks, Osborne, Hart, Si- 
moneau, R. Tilton, O'Shan, Thompson, Brown, Ransom, 
Smith, Mathews and Metcalf. Commissioners Smith, Hub- 
bard and Woodward were present as was Earl Anderson 
from the Morning Union and Raymond Smith from the La- 
conia Evening Citizen. 


Chairman Keller explained about the purpose of the 
meeting, to take action on selling lots on the County Home 
property.

The County Convention authorize the Belknap County Com- 
missioners to negotiate with Downing and Jones relative to 
the exchange of land between the said parties; and the said 
Commissioners be authorized toconsummate such exchange 
on terms favorable to the County, and without cost to the 
County; so that the side line of the first county lot beyond 
Shore Drive be straightened from the County road back to 
the proposed road, said transfer affecting two county lots 
and two lots belonging to Downing and Jones, as shown on 
the Commissioners' Exhibit #1.

The County Commissioners be authorized to sell any or all 
lots as now shown on a Plan of Road and Shore lots Belknap 
County Development, Lake Winnisquam, Laconia, N.H., 
dated July 3, 1941, for sums not less than those now therein 
listed. The proceeds from any such sales shall be deposited 
in a Capital Reserve Fund.

County Commissioners be authorized to sell the first lot on 
Shore Drive to Mrs. John Pickard for $630.00 net, this in 
accordance with a previous offer to Mrs. Pickard. 


It was so voted. 

It was moved by Archibald Mathews and duly seconded 
that: The County Commissioners be authorized to convey 
to Everett Munsey a tract of land situated on the westerly 
side of Shore Drive lying approximately between Shore Drive 
and land of Everett Munsey; generally bounded as follows, 
southeasterly by the southeasterly bank of a brook Shore 
Drive, northeasterly by Shore Drive, northwesterly by an 
extension of the present Munsey northeasterly boundary to 
Shore Drive, southwesterly by the shore of the lake. Price 
to be $850.00. Said Munsey is to release all rights of way 
on County land. 


Discussion ensued. It was shown that the land in ques- 
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tion was swampy and Mr. Munsey wished to drain it. He 
has a right of way across county land at the present time 
which he will relinquish. 


The motion was voted upon and carried. 


Chairman Keller reported on the November 16 meeting 
of the Executive Committee and turned the meeting over to 
R. Tilton, chairman of said committee. 


He stated that the county as a whole was in good finan- 
cial condition. A few overdrafts were possible with some 
surplus expected in other items. The County Home would 
go over the amount appropriated by $2000 to $3000 but had 
received more income than estimated. The Superior Court 
expenses were increased because of increases in salaries 
granted by the Court to clerks and stenographers since our 
budget was set up. If the delegation authorizes the expendi- 
ture of the extra income received it looks as if the county 
will balance its accounts with the exception of the Area. He 
advised that the public hearing called for Friday night be 
held so that, if snow comes, the Executive Committee can 
meet andauthorize the expense needed for extra help to take 
care of the skiing. 

County Auditor Dana Beane appeared at the request of 
the chairman andexplained the audit made bythe county au- 
ditors as of November 29 of the Area books. The cash def- 
icit, based on a strictly cash basis, is $8,692.59 with a 
probable $12,000 operating loss. His figures were $72,231 
expenditures and $61, 736 receipts. 


A long discussion ensued with many questions asked of 
Auditor Beane which he answered freely. The difference 
between the strictly cash account and that submitted by 
Sheldon Miner, accountant at the Area was explained. Cer- 
tain items which pertain to the action of the Area as a col- 
lector for taxes paid the federal government are deducted 
from the total expenditures by Mr. Miner. As of November 
29, these amount to about $4,000. 


It was moved by R. Tilton and duly seconded that: The 
items listed on Mr. Miner's statement of November 29 as 
"Deduct Items not affecting the budget'' amounting to bitems 
be deducted from the total expenditures of the Area in set- 
ting. the amount which the Area is charged as spending.

Rothafel of Laconia and Mr. Drosti of Alton, spoke of the 
value of the Areain bringing additional business to the whole 
county. 


The question of the sale of the Area was brought up. 
Rep. McAllister said he represented a group who would be 
willing to start a bid of $100,000 for the Area. 


It seemed tobeagreed that this was notime to shutdown 
the Area, even if the sale of it were possible at a later date. 
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The delegation met briefly following the close of the 
public hearing at 8 P.M, with above mentioned members 
present with the exception of Rep.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Belknap County present the 
annual report of the County Commissioners, Treasurer, 
Superintendent of County Home and House of Correction, 
Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, Solicitor, and 
Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1951. 


The Commissioners arehappy to state thatmany small 
but important improvements have been accomplished at the 
County Home during the past year. All hallways and many 
individual rooms have been redecorated and thus made more 
comfortable for the inmates, the hospital has been consid- 
erably brightened, and the Jail repainted throughout, all of 
which is due to the tireless efforts of Mr. & Mrs. Pickard 
in behalf of their charges. The much needed major repair 
job of anew roof on the main building was successfully com- 
pleted in the late summer. 


The Farm itself is showing a steady improvement in 
productivity and quality of stock. Increased yields from 
farm crops have exceeded, our modest expectations, and the 
registered herd of Ayrshire cattle has been augmented by 
many head of fine young stock which are being continually 
raised. Milk production records of certain individuals in 
the herd have received County and State recognition. 


It has been the aim of the Commissioners to doa cer- 
tain amount of repair work each year on the Court House 
building, and this last year the major job was a new roof. 
This proved tobe quite a hazardous job because of the steep- 
ness and conditions of the old slate shingles, however, a 
fine new fireproof roof was completed by early fall. Itis 
our hope that the coming year will make further interior 
decorating possible as many of the offices and hallways are 
badly in need of this. 


Our capable relief worker, Mrs. Helen Hayner, has ad- 
ministrated direct relief throughout the County whenever 
necessaryand with an understanding for each individual case 
that is worthy of great merit. The arduous task of keeping 
the many records and accounts has beenhandled inthe usual 
competent manner by the bookkeeper Harold Aiken. 
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The pastyearhas been a most successfuland gratifying 
one at the Belknap Recreation Area, both from a financial 
standpointas wellas anoperational one. The many improve- 
ments of a physical nature have won a host of new friends 
for our Area and County as well as State. We are all deeply 
indebted to our Managing Director Fritzie Baer, for his 
tireless enthusiasmand careful planning of the future of the 
Belknap Area, andcan but heartily agree with him in saying 
that the best years are still ahead.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


During 1951 eleven men were prosecuted for felonies. 
Five of these were prosecuted for breaking and entering, 
one for larceny, one for forgery, one for obtaining property 
by false pretenses, one for rape, one for statutory rape, 
and one for manslaughter. Twoof these men were sent to the 
State prison, one to the House of Correction, four were put 
on probation, one was discharged byreason of the Grand Jury 
not indicting him, and the cases of the other three are still 
pending. 


Probably the most serious of the felony cases is the 
manslaughter case which concerns the fatal shooting of one 
Edward Moore at Barnstead. The Grand Jury indicted one 
Ralph Calef for manslaughter in connection with this shoot- 
ing, and the case was continued fromthe October term, 1951, 
to the March term, 1952, since certain of the witnesses 
were not available during the October term. 


There were nineteen appeals from convictions in the 
Laconia Municipal Court to the Superior Court. Most of 
these cases resulted froma strike at Scott & Williams in 
Laconia; practically all of the cases were disposed of by 
fines; it was necessary to try only one of the cases, which 
resulted ina conviction. It was necessary for the County 
Solicitor to prepare practicallyall of these appealcases for 
trial, since apparently the defendants were going toinsist 
on trial, even though the final result was that only one case 
was tried. 


One manwas prosecutedin Laconia Municipal Court for 
shooting at, and killing, a man inmistake fora deer; he was 
convicted and fined. Itis believed that this was the first 
prosecution under the particular statute in this County. 


Numerous misdemeanors were prosecuted in the various 
Municipal courts in the county by your Solicitor. 


Your Solicitor has received excellent and efficient co- 
operation from the sheriff's departmentas well as from lo- 


cal and state police.

The year has brought an 
unusual amount of sickness and there have been a number 
of deaths, bringing a real wrench of sorrow to my heart, 
for many of them have been under my guidance as Chaplain 
for a number of years.

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REPORT OF BELKNAP COUNTY COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION SERVICE 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


Each year the County Budget includes an appropriation 
for the Extension Service. These funds are used to main- 
tain a system of educational Extension Work in Agriculture 
and Home Economics including 4-H workwith boysand girls 
and Forestry. 


The County Farm Bureau and the University of New 
Hampshire are jointly responsible for the administration of 
county appropriated funds, and of State and Federal Funds 
which also contribute to the support of County Extension 
Service work. 


The Belknap County Extension Service staff includes an 
Agricultural Agent, a 4-H Club Agent, a Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent, and a part-time County Forester shared equally 
with Strafford County. The secretarialand clerical work is 
accomplished by one full time secretary anda part-time 
clerk. The services of the Extension Agents are available 
to anyone whether from city, suburban, or rural areas. 


Following is a resume of each branch of work. More 
detailed reports areon file at the County Extension Service 
office and you are invited to study them at your leisure at 
anytime.

COUNTY AGENT WORK 


This line of work deals with many various types of farm 
enterprises such as dairy, poultry, fruit, general livestock, 
vegetables, blueberries, sweetcorn for canning, cucumbers 
for pickles. Other features are public relations through 
personal contact, newspapers, radio, meetings, etc. Sta- 
tistical figures for the year are as follows: 479 Farm and 
Home visits, 755 office calls, 830 telephone calls and ac- 
tivities involving a total attendance of 4,230. 


Combination Extension Service-Farm Bureau Commod- 
ity committees assist the County Agentand University rep- 
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resentatives to establish an agricultural program each year 
best suited to the needs of the people of the County. Much 
credit is due these people who contribute of their time and 
thoughts to these planning activities. 


The Dairy program included such items this year as 
continuation of the County Green Pasture program; a special 
meeting on Milk Inspection Reports; on the State Milk Con- 
trol Board; the utilizationof Trench silos where permanent 
silos cannot be had; Dairy Herd Improvement work; Artifi- 
cial Breeding workandits promotion; Herd Health, and Herd 
Feeding problems; the production and handling of roughage 
and other numerous programs. 


The Poultry Industry in Belknap County is of second 
importance, agriculturally. This industry and especially 
the Broiler phase of it appears to be steadily increasing in 
volume and is represented largely by younger folks entering 
the poultry industry for the first time. Poultry planning by 
the Agentand the Poultry Committee stressed the importance 
of poultry visits by the Agent and Extension Poultrymen with 
special emphasis on the smaller poultry enterprises; keep 
all poultrymen informed of various meetings available to 
them and informed of current poultry topics; and to holdap- 
propriate meetings as conditions warrant. A monthly pub- 
lication ''Poultry Combings'' was mailed, and special field 
work was accomplished in poultry building and engineering 
problems. 


Our very active group of fruit growers throughout the 
County planned for and carried out a very complete series 
of educational programs which took place monthly. This 
series started with tree planting and carried through all 
management steps ending with harvest, storage, packaging 
and special retail merchandizing work. The Horticultural 
Department at the University and Mr. Edward Rasmussen, 
Extension Horticulturist assisted tremendously in making 
the 1951 Extension Service fruit program a success. 


The Agricultural Agent servedas General Chairman of 
the Lakes Region Farm and Home Show which operated two 
and one half days and two nights at the Recreational Area. 
This effort sponsored by the County Extension Service in 
cooperation with many farm and home equipment dealers 
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throughout the area hadas a theme ''For the Life of Today". 


Work has progressed with the Young Farmer group 
which has regular monthly meetings both educational and 
recreational. 


Cooperation has been extended to the newly formed 
County Health Committee, the Farm & Home Safety Council, 
the Selective Service System, various Service Clubs, the 
Soil Conservation Service, the Production and Marketing 
Administration, the Farmer's Home Administration, Vet- 
eran Administration, Veteran-on-the-Farm Training Pro- 
gram, Future Farmers of America, etc. 


The County Agricultural Agent is in charge of office 
management and organization of the County Extension Serv- 
ice Staff. 


GENERAL SUMMARY OF BELKNAP COUNTY 
4-H YOUTH EXTENSION ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


A. Highlights 


8 men, 27 women, 12 older boys and 19 older girls 
serving as volunteer leaders, helped to promote the 4-H 
Youth Extension program throughout Belknap County. There 
were 22 organized clubs and 10 other groups carrying on the 
program with amembership of 531, -265 boys and 266 girls. 
The enrollment increased 17.5% over the previous year, 
with 85.1% of the membership reporting the work accom- 
plished. 837 projects were started and reports were re- 
ceived on 81.4% of them. Clubs were organized in every 
town except Barnstead. 


27members received definite training in judging, 31 in 
demonstrating, 26 in leadership, 107 in health and 183 in 
exhibiting. 


Senior members entered State and National Contests and 
38 received county awards. 


Of these, 252 club members were from 156 farm homes 
and 279 were from 251 non-farm homes. 9 were out-of- 
school youth. 


50 members and counselors attended county 4-H camp 
with Carroll and Sullivan Counties for a two-week period. 
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Leaders were trained at 20 meetings during the year, 
attendance totalling 313. 


The agent gave 85 method demonstrations with an at- 
tendance of 2320 and attended 12 other 4-H club meetings 
attended by 220. 4 tours were conducted with an attendance 
of 181. The agentattended 46 other extension meetings with 
764 in attendance. 9 town, district and county achievement 
meetings were held, including all towns except Barnstead 
and Alton. The attendance at these events was 468. 


Local leaders held 136 meetings without the agent pres- 
ent, attended by 1561. 


Trips were taken by club members including trips to 
Camp Vail and the dairycamp at Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Massachusetts, Girls Teen Tour to Boston, 
Massachusetts, State Youth Institute at Durham and Derry 
for Chicken-of-Tomorrow Contest. 44 members did project 
work of championship grade. 


15 took part in the Chick-of-Tomorrow Contest and 11 
qualified for the State Contest; the dairy judging contest had 
11 entries; 3 visited U. N. H. on Vocational Day; 10 had 
Demonstration gardens; 16 took part in the County Dress 
Revue and 5 represented the County in the State Revue. 


15 exhibited 18 head of dairy animals at the County 
Fair and 2 entered the State show; 11 gave demonstrations 
in the county contest and 7 entered the State contest. 


John Merrill of New Hampton won the Esso college 
scholarship. 


Jacqueline Sheehan, Lakeport, was State winner in the 
"Improved Ironing" contest.

88 members participated in fire and accident prevention. 

10 members conducted soil and wildlife conservation 
practices. 

21 members carried on forestry activities. 

23 members engaged in work relating to agricultural en- 
gineering, electricity, tractor maintenance, and gen- 
eral farm repairs. 


4. They improved their own health, and cooperated in im- 
proving health conditions in their homes and communities. 


107 members carried on special health activities. 
61 members had periodic health examinations. 
50 members trained in life-saving and water safety. 


Club members checked and improved their own food and 
health habits. 

Some removed farm and home accident hazards. 

An equally large number prepared and served 1560 


meals in keeping with the nutritional needs of their own 
families. 


5. They worked as responsible citizens to improve their 
own communities. 
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32 served as junior 4-H leaders. 

26 conducted recreational leadership activities. 

45 engaged in community activities, such as improving 
public grounds, conducting local fairs, and helping 
those in distress. 

11 demonstrated improved farm and home practices to 
their neighbors and other interested people of their 

communities. 


4-H members developed a deeper appreciation of the 
American way of life by practicing and demonstrating de- 
mocracy at home and in their club and community. They 
did much to help those in distress in this country - suchas 
victims of polio and other diseases. 


6. They gained a better understanding of their responsibi- 
lities in the world today. 


They sent needed supplies to the less fortunate across 
the seas. These gifts included packages containing food, 
clothing, garden seeds and equipment. 


They corresponded with many of those to whom these 
gifts were sent, and raised money to help send representa- 
tive 4-H members to homes and farms of young people in 
other countries across the seas. 


In their 4-H discussions, due to the critical world sit- 
uation, they spent more time than ever before at their 4-H 
meetings and at their 4-H camp, trying to understand some 
of the important forces now at work in the world and the 
steps to take in developing the good-neighbor spirit at home 
and abroad. They have personally met many people from 
foreign lands and talked with them about their homes and 
ideals.

One club agent supervises all the 4-H Youth Extension 
work in Belknap County. In 1951 the agents' activities in- 
cluded spending 89 1/2 days in the office and 169 days and 
98 evenings in the field, making 452 visits to 265 homes and 
training leaders. There have been 561 office and telephone 
calls during the year. 79 news stories were prepared and 
3 radio programs given. The agent traveled 6,797 miles.

The club agent served onthe State Committee on activ- 
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ities and contests, foods, arts & crafts, policy and health. 
The agent set up and recorded prizes for the State arts & 
crafts exhibit. 


, In addition to the regular work, special programs in 
gardening were conducted with 10 schoolgroups involving a 
total of 29 meetings with a total attendance of 1611. The a- 
gent prepared four sets of material for these meetings and 
reached 698 different school children in 5 towns.

HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK 


To develop leadership among our women and fit them 
for the responsibilities of leadership is ouraim in our home 
demonstration club work. That we may reach larger num- 
bers of people and families, the largest part of agent's time 
is spent working with organized groups headedup by organ- 
ization officers and subject matter leaders. These officers 
are trained in parliamentary law procedures that they may 
handle efficiently and effectively business which may come 
before the clubto the effect that the home demonstration club 
wherever organized will better the community in which it 
functions. 


The clubs meet each month with a planned program. 
The agent meets with the groups four times a yearand trains 
leaders with help of subject matter specialists from Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire so that the groups have material for 
the rest of their meetings of the year. 


The program offered to these groups has been made up 
of suggestions which the women themselves have presented 
as problems at the Program Planning meeting in the pre- 
vious May. 


Since good nutritionis basic toall goodhealth, the wom- 
en felt much emphasis needs to be placed on it. We need to 
teach people that there is a relationship between diet and 
good health and to motivate them to adopt the practice. We 
need to show how optimum health is important for greater 
efficiency, to maintain morale, to save medical expense and 
have added protection when there is a shortage of health 
personnel. 
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To help the county women with the above stated prob- 
lems, meetings were held on the following subjects; Meal 
Planning by the Week, Child Feeding, Food Preservation, 
Dollars and Sense in Buying Food and Wise Choice in Food’ 
Buying. We urged more home food production wherever 
possible and feasible---and the growing of new varieties of 
fruits and vegetables improved or introduced by our own 
University Horticultural Department. 


To help train our women in mass feeding problems, the 
agent has urged our food leaders to be on the Red Cross 
blood bankcanteen service committee with her. In this way, 
we can help in Civil Defense work if need arises. 


In Clothing work we recognized that at this time of 
higher prices many families need to squeeze the clothing 
budget for the sake of adequate food. To help in problems 
of buymanshipand clothing the family, we held meetings un- 
der the following titles: Stop, Lookand Listen When You Buy 
Clothes, Stocking Buying, New Fabrics, Sewing Short Cuts 
and the Make A Dress Series. In this last named project, 
we started with the selection of a pattern, taking of meas- 
urements, alteration of patterns, cutting and sewing of the 
garment using sewing short cuts. 


Management of time and money were the biggest prob- 
lems presented by the women in the Home Management field 
and to help in these felt needs we had the projects of Kleen 
Kwick(time saving) methods of caring for cleanliness of the 
home and routine house cleaning tasks, Color and Light in 
the Home, Your Common Sense will save the Dollars, Chair 
Seating and Upholstering. 


Kitchen Remodeling is a project which of necessity is 
not carried on through groups but by working with individual 
cooperators. At this time we have twenty-three cooperators 
who have asked for specific help inremodeling and reorgan- 
izing their kitchens to make their work more efficient and 
save use of time and energy. 


One man ona farm where a new house is being built 
used the U Shaped kitchen plan. This is a beautiful exam- 
ple of how effective that bulletin is. The finished kitchen is 
a very attractive one and one which any homemaker would 
be thrilled to have in her home. It shows splendid cooper- 
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ation between Extension Service and farm people of our 
county. The idea foruse of this plan was bornwhen the man 
saw the half-sized model of corner revolving shelves at my 
exhibit at our Farm and Home Show. 


Our Fifth Annual Farm and Home Show was held at the 
Belknap Mt. Recreation Area in Gilford on April 13, l4and 
15. The theme of the show this year was ''For the Life of 
Today''. All exhibitors played up to this theme in their ex- 
hibits and advertising. This show is an opportunity for our 
county people to see what new products there are on the 
market in way of equipment for both the home and the farm, 
a chance for more people to get to know about Extension 
Service and a chance for the merchants and dealers to ex- 
hibit their wares. 


This year the Extension Service took the center aisle 
on the floor and the Home Demonstration Agent's space was 
given over to helps in several types of storage. 


One particular type was kitchen storage in which we 
showed the half size corner cupboard with the revolving 
shelves which I mentionedin my write-up of kitchen remod- 
eling. 110 requests were made for that storage plan. Other 
plans shown were bedroom, bathroom and coat closet stor- 
age. 

The exhibitors voted to keep open on Sunday tohave our 
fine show available for Sunday visitors tothe area. The ex- 
hibitors also gave door prizes for each day to be drawn at 
evening show. This built upinterestandattendance. Around 
2000 people were in attendance. 


Christmas Greens Decorations - Theagent felt that this 
project must have met the need of all of the people in the 
county but again this year other groups clamored for it, so 
with what was done after my report was written last year 
and up to December 1 of this year, ten more groups had the 
demonstration. 


My aim is to teach the use of our native greens in the 
making of attractive Christmas decorations and the stopping, 
as muchas possible, of the use of those on our conservation 
list by informing the women what greens are on that list. 


The meetings are always well attended--110 being pres- 
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ent at one meeting here in the city. 


Helped one group, by giving this demonstration early, 
to get ready for a bazaar at which they wished to sell some 
made up pieces and other ideas. 


Flower Show - The agent again conducted two tours to 
the Flower Show in Boston with a side trip down into the 
shopping and historical spots of Boston. This is no picnic 
for the agent but it does mean that 66 women get a chance 
to get to see a very fine show in Boston where they can see 
all that their feet and heads cantake--or they can see some 
of the historical spots in the morning and the Flower Show 
in the afternoon--arriving back here near midnight weary 
but with many happy memories through the winter days. 


Lakes Region Echoes - This is the name given to my 
monthly circular letter to my women. The request list has 
grown and continues to grow. [have never done any proj- 
ect in Extension Work which has caused so much favorable 
comment or spread Extension work so much. I try to make 
these letters timely, helpful and interesting. 


The two letters now go to over 1100 women and practi- 


cally every mail bringsa comment about them or asking us 
to send it to someone else. 


Family Life Education - Information on Family Life 
Education is sent out each month toa list of mothers who 
request the letter called Lakes Region Mothers' Chat. I 
try to touch on the problems of mothers and fathers of all 
age youngsters such as child training, care and feeding of 
babies and toddlers, child training and behavior problems 
of school age and teen-agers. [also include recipes for 
things children might like to make and poems they might 
like to learn to use. 


Outlook and Recommendations 


Work is being done in every town in the county and 
through twenty-one groupsin the City. A new group of young 
mothers has just been organized in the City. 


There could be many more groups organized in the 
County if we only had the leadership. 


If anyone reading this report is interested in forming a 
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club please contact the agent or if you are interested ina 
more detailed report of the worka very detailed report of 
each project is in the office and we should be glad to have 
you come in and peruse it. 


Through the course of her work the Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent made 153 home visits, had 454 people come in to 
the office for help and 1056 telephone for help. 7827 free 
bulletins were distributed to our County people on subjects 
on which they had requested help.

The following report pertains to both Belknap and Straf- 
ford Counties, since the Forester's work is divided equally 
between the two Counties. 


Approximately 80% of the Forester's time is spent in 
the field making individual woodland visits. This consists 
of actually going over various woodland holdings to deter- 
mine what the owner has in the way of forest growth and 
what practices should be followed to improve the woodland 
and keep it permanently productive. Marking the trees for 
cutting (with a paint-gun) also consumes a large part of the 
field time. Marketing advice to owners and advice on con- 
tracts, contacts with lumbermen, timber tax work with se- 
lectmen and the checking of operations marked for cutting 
take up whatever time is left. Office work consists mainly 
of correspondence, telephone calls, and records andreports 
of various kinds. Although office visitors are welcome very 
few such appointments are made, since field appointments 
are much more valuable in this line of work. 


During the past year, 144 different woodland owners, 
involving 528 fieldvisits and 17,089 acres, were given for- 
est managementand marketing advice, and 2,081,000 board 
feet of timber and 720 cords of wood were marked on many 
of these same holdings to demonstrate partialand improve- 
ment cuttings and thinnings. 2,452,000 board feet of tim- 
ber, 756 cords of pulpwood, 312 cords of fuelwood and 472 
cords of miscellaneous products valued at $49,350 were 
harvested under improved cutting practices on 64 different 
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holdings, involving 769 acres of woodland. Although much 
of this timber and wood involved small owner-type opera- 
tions, most of this volume pertained to stumpage sales. In 
addition, about 4000 gallons of maple syrup, valued at 
$21,000 were produced in this district. 


35 different lumbermen and operators were contacted 
to obtain informationfor the Annual Forest Market Bulletin, 
a state-wide publication listing all known markets affecting 
New Hampshire woodland owners. Copies of this bulletin, 
along with many other useful bulletins, are free for the 
asking from your County Forester. 


26 meetings, attended by 922 people, were participated 
in within the district, and forestry exhibits at the Belknap 
Farm and Home Show and the Rochester Fair were main- 
tained. In addition, assistance was given in maintaining a 
large Forestry Exhibit at the Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 4-H Forestry work was judged 
at the Belknap County 4-H Fair. 


During the past year, much time has been given to ad- 
vising both woodland owners, operators and selectmenin the 
conservation phases of the timber tax law. Many cutting 
areas, where the 30% abatement for good forestry practices 
has been applied for, have been gone over with the select- 
menand a goodportion of these areas have been good enough 
to qualify for abatement. 
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
